REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


‘To the School Committee: 

I herewith submit my twenty-fourth annual report, which is 
the sixty-eighth in the series of annual reports by the Superin- 
tendents, and the ninety-sixth of the printed reports of the School 
Committee of Cambridge. 

All school systems, all educational projects and programs are 
ultimately dependent for success upon the teacher in the class- 
room. ‘here are no texts nor methods that are of value in the 
hands of inefficient and indifferent teachers. A good teacher can do 
more with a piece of chalk than a poor one will do with unlimited 
equipment and unending supervision. Thus, more than to any 
other factor, to the teachers in their classrooms I attribute the 
continuing and increasing efficiency of the Cambridge Schools. 
Therefore, I am convinced that the Committee have been deeply 
wise in resolutely declining, during these difficult years, to evade 
the problems rising from a Sp ees school income, by reducing 
teachers’ salaries. 

It is universally conceded that our public school teachers 
have never been overpaid; that financially, at least, they receive 
a very moderate return for the years and monies invested in the 
education we require of them. Wherever it has been tried, it has 
been found that decreasing teachers’ salaries from a level of mod- 
erate comfort to one of bare subsistence, has decreased their pro- 
fessional pride and their human efficiency. Any monies thus 
saved have been saved at the expense of justice, at the expense of 
the children in the classrooms. 

Here in Cambridge, though our annual income for school 
purposes has decreased by $108,000 since 1931, the School Com- 
mittee has declined to put the burden of that decrease upon the 
teachers; and the wisdom of that refusal is clearly apparent in the 
loyalty and devotion of the Cambridge teachers to the children, 
to the community, and to the nation. With deep pride and satis- 
faction, I have the honor to report that the problems that beset 
many school administrations, those dangers that rise from dis-~ 
loyal teachers mouthing subversive and un-American doctrines, 
are non-existent in Cambridge. Our need for more funds 1s acute. 
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Weare facing many and difficult problems, but not the problem of 
disloyalty. There is no un-Americanism in the schools of Cam- 
bridge. 

In these days when agitators are taking advantage of our 
economic distress to advance theories opposed to the fundamental 
tenets of Democracy, the problem of Americanization 1s all- 
important and basic. Not by force, nor by intimidation, does 
Cambridge attempt to inculcate Americanism. To the foreign- 
born and the underprivileged, Cambridge, through her schools, 
extends a welcoming and helping hand. 

No activity of our schools has more promise for the future - 
than the work in Americanization, which is a distinguishing and 
widely commended feature of our Cambridge system. This year, 
in Americanization classes, a total of 1,131 foreign-born men and 
women have been helped to speak, read and write English; have 
been prepared for naturalization; have been helped to awareness 
of the privileges and duties of American citizenship. 

Few would question the worth of such work. But Americanism 
is not to be desired for our foreign-born citizens only. American 
liberties and institutions are less threatened by alien influences 
than endangered by the indifferentism of those Americans who 
have ceased to value their American heritage, the liberties and 
institutions of Democracy. We are doing less than our duty, 
unless we impart to all school children a knowledge of American 
institutions, a pride in the American tradition. 

To that end we are coéperating to the fullest extent with the 
educational projects and exercises of our patriotic organizations. 
To that end the activities of the Cambridge Museum for Children 
are directed in presenting visually to the children the traditions 
and opportunities of American life. During the past year, “the 
Chronicles of America,” splendid and authoritative films, showing 
the history of America from the story of Columbus to mo ¢e 
times, were shown in the schools at a cost per pupil of $.0033. In 
addition, forty other educational films covering geographical, 
industrial, and natural history subjects, were used to stimulate 
and develop the children’s appreciation of their own country. The 
number of children to whom these films have brought their mes- 
sage, totals 45,220. 

The Cambridge schools and American education are indebted . 
to Dr. Richard C. Cabot of this city for a project of far-reaching 
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importance, which promises to increase our understanding of pre- 
delinquent children and our ability to save them for useful and 
happy citizenship. Dr. Cabot has instituted a ten-year study plan, 
to be known as the Cambridge Behavior Study, and to be carried 
out under the personal direction of Dr. Cabot with the codperation 
and aid of our Department of Measurement and Adjustment. All 
the expenses of this important study are being borne personally 
by Dr. Cabot, who brings to the work a nationally recognized 
ability in Social and Medical Research. Dr. Cabot is studying the 
causes of early misbehavior, the factors in a child’s environment, 
social, physical and spiritual, which make for delinquency and 
failure. He is studying the child, not as an isolated phenomenon, 
but in his environment. He is seeking, first, to identify, and then 
to eliminate those factors and influences that retard and thwart 
pre-delinquent children. Dr. Cabot is making to the city and to 
the children of Cambridge a gift of unique and lasting value. Such 
citizenship is inspiring. 

That there is continuing interest and need for adult educa- 
tion, is indicated by the increased attendance at our evening 
schools in 1935. The problem of adult education is threefold; 
training for good citizenship; training for occupational efficiency ; 
and training for wise use of leisure hours. Our evening school 
courses are meeting these needs as adequately as equipment and 
monies available permit. 

A trained and able mind in a weak ailing body is as hampered 
for service as a good automobile engine in a broken down chassis. 
And so in the public schools of Cambridge, through our Depart- 
ment of Physical Education, we are codperating to the fullest 
extent with parents and physicians in safeguarding and increasing 
the health of the children. Through periodic examinations, gym- 
nastic and play classes, all the children are being reached and 
benefited. Most effective work is being accomplished, particu- 
larly in the corrective classes in which children with physical 
defects are being helped to overcome them. Notably, many seri- 
ous cases of curvature of the spine have been cured, and many 
others are being benefited. 

No work that is being done in our public schools will be of 
more lasting benefit. The Department of Physical Education 
exemplifies how much can be accomplished by instructors who are 
well trained, who love their work, who are wisely directed. The 
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Greek ideal of a sane mind and a sound body bids fair to be real- 
ized in the typical graduate of our Cambridge schools. 

In July of 1935, our assistant superintendent, Mr. James 
Dugan, concluded twenty-five years of able and devoted service 
to the Cambridge schools, to accept the presidency of the State 
Teachers’ College at Lowell, Mass. Mr. Dugan has the esteem 
and friendship of all who worked with him and knew him. It is 
safe to assume that he will be as splendid an asset to the State as 
he has been to Cambridge. 

In closing this brief report, in behalf of the teachers and 
masters of Cambridge, and with deep personal gratitude, may I 
thank the members of the School Committee for their generous 
interest and understanding sympathy which have made possible 
whatever has been accomplished of worth.
